Is there danger a hydrogen- 
atomic a 


chain reaction which will ‘‘burn 
up’ the world? 
Many per- 
sons, by no 
means confined 
to the more 
fundamental 
sreligious sects 
Which speak in 
tongues and 
revel in the 
more fearful 
revelations of 
the last chapter 
in ‘“‘The Book,’’ think so. 

A sample letter begins: 

‘Since the March 1 hydrogen 
bomb ‘got out of hand’ at Bikini 
atoll, isn't there a grave dan- 
ger that a chain reaction may be 
started by another which gets 
even more out of hand and that 
the world will then be consumed 
in its fire and brimstone, even 
as the Book of Revelation says?”’ 

Scientists say no—emphati- 
cally no. 

‘“‘No bomb can produce more 
energy than is contained in its 
explosive substance. It cannot 
start chain reactions outside it- 
self and thereby cause the earth, 
sea and sky to ‘catch fire’ and 
be consumed.” That's the official 
verdict.

The Bomb 


The principle of the hydrogen 
bomb, as I have learned from 
listening, is to hydrogen 
nuclei to ‘‘fuse.’’ When they do 
they produce helium nuclei and 
release -a fantastic amount of 
energy. In the atomic bomb 
the ufanium nuclei are split, re- 
leasing vast amounts of energy. 

Ordinary hydrogen is not ued. 
An elaborate process must be 
carried on to produce deuterium 
(heavy oxygen), or the much 
more effective tritium (extra- 
heavy oxygen). 

The usual process is first to 
extract deuterium from natural 
hydrogen. It is present in mi- 
nute amounts (one atom in 
5,000). 

Once extracted, the deuterium 
is then placed in an atomic 
*‘nile’’ and subjected to an un- 
revealed amount of radiation. 
This changes the deuterium into 
tritium. 

The cost of this process runs 
to many thousands of dollars per 
pound of tritium. 

The reaction of ‘‘fusing’”’ will 
take place only at extremely 
high temperatures. Scientists 
knew, for example, well before 
they envisioned the atom bomb, 
that hydrogen nuclei could be 
fused if enough heat could be 
had. Since the heat needed was 
that of the sun itself, they 
made no experiments. The 
atomic bomb provided that heat. 
It serves, in a sense, as deto- 
nator to the hydrogen. The ex- 
treme heat (about 20,000,000 de- 
grees centigrade) endures for a 
few millionths of a second. Here 
is the key: 

The more tritium that can be 
heated to the necessary tem- 
perature by. the atomic explo- 
sion, the more of it will ‘‘fuse’’— 
or explode. Hence, the elabo- 
rate mechanism, highly secret, 
seeks to control this high point 
of the heat. 


Bathtub 


One of our “present fears is 
whether Russia has found a sim- 
pler method. Indeed, from the be- 
ginning, atomic scientists in this 
country have the deep, dark mo- 
ments of fear when they sit 
around and worry that some 
day the enemy wil! “find a way 
to make them in the bathtub.”’ 
In other words—a_ relatively 
quick method, bypassing some 
of today’s techniques. 

When the heat is at its peak 
it may even cause the fusing 
tritium to raise other tritium to 
the fusing point. This ‘‘fusing”’ 
will continue until the heat low- 
ers. If the heat peak of a few 
millionths of a second can be 
extended, say, by merely one or 
two additional millionths, the 
force of the complete explosion 
will increase out of all esti- 
mated proportions.

Scientists also embarrass me 
by asking if I understand that 
if the force of the thermo-hydro-

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French Riot, Fight 


As Decision Nears 


It is like a checker game—this one of 
“stom control” diplomacy. 

The pawns are bombs, atomic, hydro- 
gen and cobalt.... 

The “king,” which can be moved either 
way, is tha t des sperate battle in Indochina 
at the once-obscure village called Dien 
Bien Phu. There Germans of the French 
Foreign legion, black Senegalese colonial 
troops, and some from Indochina have 
fought off a vast and superior horde of 
Communist-led Vietminh’ soldiers, with a 
faith that shames that of the people of 
France itself. Only the fire power of 
American guns, flown in weeks ago, has 
enabled the great courage of the fighting 
men to hold their desperately-beseiged 
bastion against which the screaming, 
hufnman waves of fanatic troops have so far 
broken. 

There are comparatively few French- 
men there. The one-time Nazis and the 
men of other nations fighting in the Le- 
gion and the Senegalese have a spirit 


which Paris most urgently needs. 
In Paris, while men were dying in 
Dien Bien Phu, French Communists 


shrewdly masking themselves as monarch- 
ists and De Gaullists, broke up a ceremony 
honoring the dead in Indochina and ac- 
tually managed physical assault on the 
defense minister and premier of France. 
This demonstration reveals once more the 
sickness of France. It is indeed the “Sick 
Man” of Europe, a phrase once applied to 
the Turkish empire before the First Great 
War. The masked Communist demonstra- 
tion against the French government was 
specifically directed against French par- 
ticipation in the European Defense Com- 
munity ...the EDC. The French Com- 
munists, taking advantage of resentment 
growing out of the dismissal of the French 
general, Juin, for failure to attend an EDC 
meeting, succeeded in making a success of 
their propaganda. French apathy and dis- 
unity was once more starkly revealed. 
They apparently believe a Red triumph is 
near in distant Indochina. 

If the battle in Indochina is lost, then 
the Geneva meeting, set for April, may 
not be held at all.

Fast Growing Atlanta 
Challenges Planners 


The population of Atlanta’s urban area, 
before the Plan of Improvement took ef- 
feet, increased 1,479 per cent in the first 
half of this century.. The population of 
the metropolitan area grew at the rate of 
100,000 in each decade of the period. 

These figures are cited from a US. 
Department of Commerce comparison of 
162 urban and metropolitan areas 
throughout the country. They show con- 
clusively that Atlanta is, indeed, one of 
the nation’s fastest growing cities and 
that use of the past 50 years as a base for 
planning indicates that we must be ready 
for’ more-than a million people within 20 
to 30 years. 

The population of the urban areas be- 
fore the Plan of Improvement had risen 
from 4,446 at the turn of the century to 
114,658 in 1950. Population of the metro- 
politan area, which includes Fulton, Cobb 
and DeKalb Counties, had risen from 179,- 
420 in 1900 to 671,797 in 1950—a growth 
of 274 per cent. 

| Rate of urban population increase of 
Atlanta itself was 12th in the nation dur- 
ing the half century. While growth of the 
metropolitan area was equally impres- 


sive, it was exceeded by eight other 


Southern population centers. | 


_ Most phenomenal growth of all was 


by Miami, which ranked third 
in the nation. It underwent a growth of 
9,891 per cent in the half century—an in- 
be 0 tecen 4055 in 1900 to 495,084 in

1950. Its remarkable expansion paces the 
entire Southeast. 

Atlanta’s metropolitan area was ex- 
ceeded in rate of growth in the South dur- 
ing the period by Tampa, Orlando, Jack- 
sonville, Greensboro, N.C.; Winston-Sa- 
lem, Birmingham and Durham. 

It is significant to note from the re- 
port that urbanization of the South—mi- 
gration from rural areas to the cities—has 
been accompanied by a phenomenal indus- 
trial growth. From a population that was 
about 75 per cent rural at the turn of the 
century, this had dropped to about 27 per 
cent in 1950. 

Industrial growth of the area has made 
it possible, of course, to take care of the 
excess rural population in the cities. The 
economic consequences are reflected in a 
steady increase in the per capita incomes 
of both rural and urban dwellers. 


Only Public Opinion 
Will Curb the Litterbugs 


In her letter in this morning’s ‘Pulse 
of the Public,” the lady from Poulan has 
hit upon a careless trait of us motoring 
Americans that is well nigh universal. 
That is the habit of throwing anything 


and everything from the window of 
the car. 
There is a law in Georgia against

The enforcement of that law depends 
largely on public opinion. 

Whenever we, the public, frown strong- 
ly enough upon the tossing from the car of 
cleanting tissues, bottles, beer cans and 
other debris, then the law will become 
enforcable and more often enforced. 

A look at any roadside today is evi- 
dence enough that we have not reached 
that stage. But we are moving that 
way.

GE Joins Advocates 
Of Tariff Revisions 


Add General Electric Co. to the list of 
large American corporations urging a con- 
tinuation of the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Act and a general revision of Unit- 
ed States tariff laws. 

This concern, one of the country’s big- 
gest employers and distributors of con- 
sumer goods, speaks out for a “sound trade 
and tariff policy for the United States that 
is of vital importance to prosperity of the 
free world, a healthy domestic economy, 
the welfare of our citizens and the sta- 
bility of American industry. 

In addition to recommending extension 
of the Reciprocal Trade Act, GE asks Con- 
gress to direct that a “new, complete and 
objective study of our imports of our 
existing tariff schedules be madelfiesc:s 
by category and item by item, forthe pur- 
pose of proposing revisions... .” 

The company does not advocate elimi- 
nating tariffs, but it does call for intelli- 
gent use of them and for measures that 
would stimulate, not strangle, our trade 
with the world. It advocates setting of 
maximum ceilings instead of the present 
unlimited rates that can completely freeze 
out foreign competitors. 

The spirit and principle of reciprocity 
should be followed, says the company, and 
“foreign producers who do business with 
the United States are entitled to expect 
some degree of permanence and stability 
in our tariff policies and structure. ... 
Simplification and clarification of customs 
regulations and procedures are needed.” 

General Electric’s stand is interesting 
and thought-provoking. It, may be that 
the Randall Commission’s report did not 
go far enough into specific recommenda- 
tions, but the growing number of respon- 
sible business firms who realize that the 
health of the American economy depends 
on expanding world trade is gratifying, in- 
deed. )

Congress is now considering a series of bills which, if enacted, 
will remove federal trusteeship and services from 70,000 Indians in 


12 states. 

The bills would destroy tribal 
governments, nullify rights assured 
by treaties, and make of most of 
the 70,000 a scattered human herd 
dependent on public charity and 
subject to the tyranny of discrim- 
ination. 

The 12 tribes have sent repre- 
sentatives to Washington, along 
with other Indian spokesmen, to 
plead against any abrupt termina- 
tion of federal aid in hospital care, 
education, agriculture and the like. 
That aid has been sorely inade- 
quate through the years, but with- 
out it not many tribes could con- 
tinue to exist. Tribe spokesmen 
have. asked for a gradual departure 
of the federal government from 
their affairs, not a clean break. 

“Indian affairs,’’ news letter of 
the American Indian Fund and The 
Association on American Indian 
Affairs, Inc., reports: 

“The federal break . . . would 
leave Indians helpless before local 
discrimination and depradation. 

“It is proposed for the Seminoles 
of Florida, of whom 90 per cent of 
the adults over 18 years of age are 
unable to read or write, and almost 
40 per cent of whose children of 
school age receive no schooling. 
Among the Turtle Mountain Chip-

The personnel problem at Milledgeville state 
hospital will be considerably relieved by the 
opening of a camp for honor prisoners on the 


grounds of the institution. 


The camp has been approved by Governor Talmadge, the Wele 
fare Department and the Board of Corrections. It will be a mini« 
mum security camp with no bars and no guns and the prisoners 


will be selected with an @ye 
aptitudes. 


The prisoners will be ee 


from 4he minimum security camp 
at Alto and will be in the 18-21 
year old group of least hardened 
offenders. 

At Milledgeville, the state cares 
for more than 10,000 mentally ill 
persons. One of the serious handi- 
caps of this, as well as other state 
institutions of its type, is lack of 
personnel. There just aren’t enough 
funds to pay for the quantity and 
quality of help necessary to meet 
the high standards of the Amer- 
ican Psychiatric Association, and 
the use of model prisoners in main- 
tenance, and other non-medical 
jobs there should result in con- 
siderably increased efficiency. 

The prisoners will not displace 
any of the institution's approxi- 
mately 1,800 employes but will sup- 
plement their work. Tentative 
plans call for a camp: of about 
200 somewhere on the hospital's 
farms. The prisoners will 
be screened and tested by the hos- 
pital’s psychologists and given the 
kind of work for which they show 
an aptitude. The camp will be a 
sort of two-edged sword. Not only 
will the hospital be aided, but the 
work of the prisoners in the hos- 
pital’s bakeries, canning plant and 
poultry projects will be excellent 
vocational training against the day 
when they are released and: must 
earn their way in the world once 
more.

Safari tips for big game hunt- 
ers in the South are being tabu- 
lated here by a U.S. fish and wild- 
life supervisor to tell sharpshoot- 
ers where to aim their sights. 

Conducted by Dr. C. W. Wat- 
son, regional federal aid supervis- 
or, the booklet will contain. the 
government's annual big game 
census.

If you're an American woman 
living in Germany and want to 
buy a dress, you don’t go out 
and get it off a rack. You 
simply sketch it, then get a 
dressmaker to stitch it up with- 
out a pattern, says a vice-consul 
in the foreign service, home on 
leave. Miss Nancy Rawls re- 
_turned last week from Hamburg, 
‘Germany on a two months va- 
cation before reporting to Mon- 
‘treal, Canada. 

The attractive brunette is the 
daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Eu- 
gene Rawls of 4100 Peachtree 
Rd., NE. The only ready-made 
dresses one can find in Germany 
are inexpensive uniforms or 
house dresses she related. And 
her nylons came from Atlanta! 

Shopping is a new experience 
for Americans in Germany, ac- 
cording to Miss Rawls. You buy 
dairy products at one store,

another and 
fresh vegetables somewhere else 
—no supermarkets. 

Miss Rawls became a career 
diplomat via the typewriter. 
She got a job as a secretary 
with the Foreign Service in Vi- 
enna after graduation from 
Shorter College, Rome, Ga., in 
1947. After a year and a half, 
she entered a training program 
and was commissioned after in- 
terning in Washington, D.C. ‘At 
that time the government was 
expanding ‘the Foreign Service, 
so I was lucky,’’ she explains. 
“Since then appropriations have 
been cut considerably.”’ 

There were three women in a 
staff of 20 in Hamburg, related 
Miss Rawls. ‘‘Though most wom- 
en consuls are single, occasion- 
ally one will marry overseas 
and keep her post. Every three 
years you. are reassigned.”’

There was a column I meant to do all on my own, I had 
it well in mind and had even laid by a few notes but there 
was this letter from Clarkesville.

Aggie 
lightly suggested that washboard washing was “‘lowregister’’ and 
Mrs. Cook rose with a mighty pen and a light touch to defend 
the ancient system for the challenge it presented democratic 
American womanhood and the strengthening and educational 
properties it encompassed. 


“Of course I know that you know that it is an art to put out 
a washing the old-fashioned washboard and wooden tub way,” 
wrote Mrs. Cook. “The women who did the washing for their 
families or hired out to do it, did it as a labor of love, one of 
the many chores necessary to keep the family. And it was not 
done in any haphazard manner. They knew how to sort the 
linen and the school clothes from the overalls, which garments 
to soak, which to boil, how to rinse and hang them out so they 
wouldn't get torn. 


“Their linen may have been fertilizer sacks, bleached and 


stitched together. They knew how to unravel the sacks to save 
every bit of the string, to wash the fertilizer out, then to soap 
the bag well with good homemade lye soap to draw out the color 
of the brand name. The bag was rolled up tight for a few hours 
or a day before being washed and boiled in the 
more lye soap.

There was a column I meant to do all on my own, I had 
it well in mind and had even laid by a few notes but there 
was this letter from Clarkesville. I read it and put it aside and 
tried to re-collect my thoughts and then I read it again and... 
well, the things I had in mind suddenly seemed as dull and 
winterish as a closed room with all of April outside. 


Mrs. Homer Cook's letter was like opening a window and 
letting in a breath of spring. I felt like a child once more, play- 
ing down at the wash place and inhaling the subtle fragrance of 
bay blossoms blended with the smell of wood smoke from the 
fire around the pot, yellow soap and blueing water. 


Mrs, Cook was impelled to write by Agnes McCarty’s refer- 
ence to washboards and social prestige the other day. Aggie 
lightly suggested that washboard washing was ‘‘lowregister’’ and 
Mrs. Cook rose with a mighty pen and a light touch to defend 
the ancient system for the challenge it presented democratic 
American womanhood and the strengthening and educational 
properties it encompassed. 


“Of course I know that you know that it Is an art to put out 
a washing the old-fashioned washboard and wooden tub way,” 
wrote Mrs. Cook. “The women who did the washing for their 
families or hired out to do it, did it as a labor of love, one of 
the many chores necessary to keep the family. And it was not 
done in any haphazard manner. They knew how to sort the 
linen and the school clothes from the overalls, which garments 
to soak, which to boil, how to rinse and hang them out so they 
wouldn't get torn. 


“Their linen may have been fertilizer sacks, bleached and 
stitched together. They knew how to unravel the sacks to save 
every bit of the string, to wash the fertilizer out, then to soap 
the bag well with good homemade lye soap to draw out the color 
of the brand name. The bag was rolled up tight for a few hours 
or a day before being washed and boiled in the big iron pot with 
more lye soap. If all went well every letter was removed and 
the cloth was pretty to make pillow cases or sheets, sewing four 
together. Many of us wore lingerie made of the sacks, only we 
didn’t call it lingerie. We called it what it was. 


‘“‘There was an art to making a fire around the pot, to have 
it burn so it did not smoke, to punch the clothes down and turn 
them over with a battling stick which the husband had whittled. 
And the washwoman knew by the early morning sky whether to 
fill the tubs and build the fire or whether to wait for clear skies. 
In rainy weather she caught water off the roof in a big rain bar- 
rel to do as much washing as she could, for the water was soft. 


“As for breaking our backs, we didn’t! It just gave us 
strength to hurry and get the clothes flappir 
garden could be hoed, dinner served and cleared away for the 
Missionary Society or the Home Demonstration Club might be 
meeting in the afternoon or there might be a sick neighbor to 
visit or just lots of other homework to do.

‘‘How do I know this? Because I have done it, I have lived 
it.

And it was a joy to learn from them, as you 
learned from your mountain neighbor to put a stob at each end 
of your stack of wood. If we love our neighbors and if we humble 
ourselves, we can learn much of value. 


‘The shower is over now and I can go back into the herb 
garden and do a little digging while the shirts are dampening 
down to iron but I wanted to say a little in praise of all of the 
women both black and white who have taken pride in their

Mrs. Crane graduated from busi- 
ness college as a girl. 

Her first job was with General 
Electric Co., at Ft. Wayne, Ind., 
during World War I. Her starting 
salary was $35 per month.

Wayne industrial- 
ist. He gave her $50 starting salary. 
And she saved money on that sum, 
too! 

But he suggested she buy some 
stock in his firm. It came to $636 
so she used her savings and bor- 
rowed the rest from a bank. 

For the past 30 years, however, 
her stock hasn't paid her a single 
penny in dividends. Even during 
the. business boom of World War 
II, she didn’t obtain a cent. 

So she figured she had not only 
lost her original $636, but had also 
been deprived of about $600 addi- 
tional interest that her money 
should have earned in that 30-year 
period. 

Disgusted at the worthless nature 
of her stock, and unable to sell it, 
she decided it was dead and thought 
she would wash it out as a loss 
for income tax purposes. 

But Uncle Sam maintained it was 
valuable stock. When pressed for 
any tangible evidence to that ef- 
fect, however, the agent lamely 
conceded that maybe Mrs. Crane 
could slip somebody $10 to buy it 
away from her in a ‘‘dummy” deal.
